Mayor and Two Ex-Mayors 


Deny Lurid Story But Of- 
ficers Cling to Story- 
Talk of Mass Meeting and 
Affidavits. 


Word was awaited today from 


Gretna where. It was reported, 
a 


ttatement was in preparation, 
this 


bearing on the courtroom episode last 
Monday when two detectives hired to 
work up cases against 
bootleggers 
claim to have narrowly escaped ill 
treatment at the hands of angereJ 
persons 
This statement is to refute 
the accounts of the affair given out In 
Danville by R. G. Thompson and J. 
H. Dunn, Carolina detectives the prln- 
pical characters involved which is 
fully corroborated by State Prohibi- 
tion Inspector 
W- T. Sheltoji and 
others who were present, notably 
Deputy Sheriff Tom Smith. 
Yesterday afternoon 
the 
Gretna 
delegation 
arrived 
in 
automobile.* 
{their hurried visit to Danville being 
impelled by a desire to set the record 
straight and to deny with some in- 
dignation that a situation such as re- 
ported by the officers had taken place. 
The committee after going over pub- 
lished local accounts denied their 


, truth but preferred to make no ex- 
tended statement. 
The gentlemen re- 
turned to Gretna during the afternoon 
with the intention of securing affi- 
davits and possibly holding a mass 
meeting at Gretna. 


Tto.e delegation was composed of the 
town's inost representative men 
In 
the party were Mayor D. E. Webb, A. 
L. Witcher, ex-mayor and 
business 
man. J. S. Adams, ex-mayor and bank 
president D. T. Williams, attorney of 
Chatham and Olhe Ramsey, former 
superintendent of schools, one of the 
men proceeded against in the Gretna. 
courtroom for violating the Mapp act 
and whose acquittal was followed by 
the alleged near-violence 
The dele"- 
gation's visit failed utterly to recon- 
cile the widely divergent opinion"? by 
eyewitnesses as to what took place. 
Enquiry among the oicial party dis- 
closed that only two of the five were 
present in the courtroom at the time 
and three of them therefore in enter- 
Ing their denial in no uncertain terms 
baaed these on second-hand accounts. 
D. T. Williams and Ramsey, both 


of whom were in the courtroom dur- 
'ng the entire affair were emphatic in 
ing that there had been no 
of-violence in-the courtroom, 
illiams who was present to rep- 
r»»ent a client did say that some citi- 
zens present had at the close of the 
trial of Ramsey said that the detec- 
tives ought to be "run out of town." 
There was no show- of guns he says 
and the only incident to which he 
could raise objection was the attitude 
of Deputy Tom Smith who ordered j 
the courtroom cleared and who did 
IO in a brusque manner 
and later 
sought to disperse knots of people 
who gathered about the courthouse. 
Ramsey denied that he had pressed a 
revolver against the 
body of Mrs. 


Dunn in the courtroom and to have 
stated "We'll get jou 
before you 
leave." 
In refuting the charge that he had 
sold the detectives liquor as was in 
evidence by Thompson 
and Dunn. 
Ramsey said he had not sat in an 
automobile on the day of a baseball 
game at Gretna with the officers and 
further declared that the number of 
the machine's license tag as testified 
to by the two officers had turned out 
to be that on a machine owned by a 
man living at Graham. Va. 
Charles G. Bell, the attorney of 
Gretna. who claims to have been or- 
dered to stay away from Getna. this 
being corroborated by Mr. Witcher 
early yesterday afternoon learned of 
the arrival of the Gretna delegation 
and asked that the committee in mak- 
ing the anticipated refutation do so 
In his presence 
The committee was 
notified of Mr. Bell's desire but it de- 
clined to have any dealings with him. 
Bell saw Mayor Webb on -the street. 
approached him and asked him if ho 
would 
give 
him 
protection 
long j 
enough to wind up his affairs in the 
Plttsylvania town. 
To this Mayor 
Webb agreed, according to his state- 
ment. 
Inspector jshelton was seen and in- 


terviewed in the> presence of one of 
the delegation and the officer took 
an uncompromising stand and declin- 
ed to yield from his position asserting 
that the statements made by the de- 
tectives were accurate and thai dan- 
ger of a clash in the courtroom was 
very imminent. At the present time 
there are five men who assert that 
near violence was in evidence in the 
courtroom. 
These are the two , de- 
tectives. Inspector Bhelton, Attorney 
Bell and Deputy Sheriff Tom Smith. 
Mr. Shelton believes that more can be 
found who will corroborate 
their 
statements. On Me other side d°ny- 
ing that the events as pictured took 
place are Commonwealth's Attornev 
George T. Rison, who. while admitting 
that thpre was "some feeling" appar- 
ent, says the affair was exaggerated, 
D. T. Williams, his partner at law. 
and Mr. Ramsey one of the accused. 
The visiting delegation yesterday in- 
timated that it was prepared to go 
the limit in getting the record straight 
and asserted that affidavits could be 
secured from 40 or 50 people to sub- 
stantiate their statement. 
None of 
the visiting gentlemen could give any 
explanation as to who hired the de- 
tectives. 
Mayor 
Webb said thai 
neither he nor members of the coun- 
cil knew anything about the move and 
were unaware that for two weeks the 
sleuths had been in the town. They 
indicated that they would investigate 
this end of the matter closely. 


One mistake in yesterday's account 
was corrected 
today. 
It was Mrs. 


Dunn and not Mrs. Thompson -who. 
it is claimed, was the victim of threat- 
ened violence.. She is the wife of the 
special agent and was in the court- 
room taking down the evidence in the 
cases. 
This hag bpen preserved for 


future use. Mrs. Dunn, who suffered 
nervous reaction after the exploit and, 
who was in the hands of a doctor yes- 
terday has reiterated the statement, 
it is alleged, that as she left the court- 
room. Ramsey pressed a pistol agam-t 
her and using an oath said, '"jTe'll 
kill you before you leave town." Sh_e 
quotes herself as saying. "You haven't 
killed me yet " 
Thompson and Dunn left last night 
for Washington where they propose 
to lav the facts of Monday's affair be- 
fore Federal Prohibition Commission- 
er Blair 
They will as=k ^thai the ca^es 


be removed to the jurisdiction of the 
United States court and that the per- 
sons whose names they have secured 
be indicted for incitinsr to riot and 
that the persons charged with houor 
law violations be dealt with in that 
court. It is unlikely that the cletecti^es 
will appear against the four rr-en 
whose hearings are set for Chatham 
next Monday. 
B. R Po*well. a prominent man c* 
Gretna, who came "Here yesterday. ic 
understood- -fully -to—endorse* the—•re- 
counts of the affair. Thompson say* 
that he was at Hillsville on the dayjif 
the courthouse shooting and he has 
Ikened Monday's BPisode to that 
which had <;uch a sanguinary ending-. 
A railway crew coming into Danvill^ 
on Monday night is likewise reported 
lo ha\e given an ex-parte statement 
about thf matter. They are quoted as 
saying that they stayed, in Gretna 
three minutes overtime to watch the 
crowd on the streets of the town and 
to observe the possible outcome of 
what appeared to be a real disturb-' 
ance.

Swearengen Is 


Fined But Appeals 


Following a lengthy beirlnjr in the 


police court this morning J. A1. Swear- 
engen. was fined $25 and costs on a 
charge of larceny in connection with 
the' theft of some automobile tires 
from the Piedmont Hardware Com- 
pany. 
Swearengen contended that he 
was not guilty and noted an appeal in 
the decision 
'He had already refus- 


ed to submit to a charge of petit lar- 
ceny as did several others who were 
connected with the case. 
This was 
several days ago but Swearengen con- 
tended that he was not going to sub- 
mit to a larceny charge when he was 
not guilty jiist to save others from 
conviction of a grand larceny charge. 


The alleged thefts of automobile 
parts from the Piedmont Hardware 
Company tooTc place several 
weeks 
ago. After the arrests were made and 
the cases called In court, it was an- 
nounced that agreement 
had 
been 
reached among the accused to submit 
te charges of r*etit larceny stnd accept 
a fine and this was done. 
In a few 


minutes Swearengen appeared and 
stated that he had not made such an 
agreement and that he desired, to go 
to trial and the date was set for to- 
day. 


Bill Bailey, one df the youths who 
submitted, was 
the 
chief 
witness 
against Swearengen 
this 
morning. 
Bailey said that he' and Swearengen 
took one casing and a 'box of spark 
plugs from the store and that Swear- 
engen tdok them to his house and he 
was to"* call for the tir* but Swearen- 
gen was to keep the plugs. 
Swearengen's story was entirely dif- 
ferent. 
He says that some tires and 
a cover were lyrng on the floor, and 
that Bailey asked him to help him 
put the cover on one of the tires and 
Indicated that he had bought them 
ana asned him to kindly take them to 
his (Swearengen's) 
house until 
he 
called for them. 
He gave as his rea- 
son tnat his machine was in the paint 
shop and that he needed the things 
that night. 
The witness stated that 
he took the goods to his boarding 
place and told persons that a man was 
going to call for the goods. 
Swearengen then told -of the alleged 


plan of the other accused men to shift 
some of the goods on another person 
and thereby bring 
the 
amount of 


thefts down so that it would be only 
a petit larceny instead of grand lar- 
ceny charge. 
It was then, he con- 


tends, that the others agreed to sub- 
mit to petit larceny charges and pay 
the fines. He states that at no time 
would he agree to such a plan and that 
he told them that he would be glad 
to hehp them out but that he did not 
intend to submi to any such charge 
of which he v;as not guilty just to 
save them from a possible term in the 
pen 
He admitted the facts in the 
case but denied emphatically that he 
knew Baile> was stealing the goods 
and that had he known so he would 
never had assisted him in taking them 
fi om the store.

crop, asserted Dr. Josephu^ Hopwood, 
veteran minister and professor of the

WASHINGTON, Aug. If.—rA new 


aid to aviators In the . vicinity of 
Waohlngton Is offered by the bureau 
of Aeronautics of the navy depart- 
ment, in the announcement of the in- 
stallation' oh the 700 foot radio tower 
at Arlington, across the river from 
thsi city, of wind recording devices 
for the benefit of fliers primarily. 


A mast has been erected on the tall- 
est of the thrss towers on which is * 
six foot wnld vane, which, by elec- 
trical connections, records in the of- 
fice records in the office every Tagary 
of the wind current^ at that altitude. 
The records, it Is said, will be of ex- 
ceptional value to airmen in showing 
the more constant currents of the up- 
per air. The recording device not only 
shows the direction of the wind, and 
Keeps continuous record of the ve- 
locities at all hours, but indicates the 
velocity on pressing a button. ~ By 
counting the number of busces per 
minute the velocity can b« read at 
any time. 
The continuous record of wind ve- 
locities -at 700 feet above the ground 
will be material aid to acnUl naviga- 
tion, over this territory, 
especially 
when rigid and non-rigid airships 
are In flight. Formerly in order to 
get the wind velocity and direction, 
small ^ubber balloons, hydrogen fill- 
ed, were liberated and bearings tak- 
en on them at intervals of one min- 
ute with a theodolite. 
The angles 
wh*n plotted showed the ep.ed and 
direction of the wind that drifted the 
balloons at each altitude. The height 
of the balloons at the termination of 
each minute of flight was prede- 
termined by the weight of the rubber 
and the amount of ballast lifted. The 
balloons were usually inflated so that 
they would rise at the rate of 200 
mOetres per minute. When the sky 
was clear and cloudless they were of- 
ten followed, through the instrument. 
to heights of 10.000 feet on more. 
There are often times when the 


fog, low clouds, rain or snow inter- 
feres with the observation ot the bal- 
loons so that the advantage of hav- 
ing wind instruments on high tow- 
ers Is apparent. While the pilot bal- 
loon method is still widely used else- 
where in the near vicinity of Wash- 
ington prospective fliers need only

GERMAN PAPERS 
ON HARD ROAD 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 22.—Cer- 
»an papers are facing extermination, 
according to a report to the com- 
merce department today from Com- 
mercial Attache Herrlug at Berlin. 
Enormously Increased cost of opera- 
tion, he said, together with the Im- 
possibility of Increasing subscription 
and advertising rates proportionate- 
ly have brought about a crisis In the 
Oerman newspaper world and al- 
ready 177 newspapers have closed 
down their plants permanently. 
Printers' wages, the attache said, 
have Increased about 2,100 per cent, 
over the pre-war levels, the price of 
npwaprlnt paper has advanced more 
than 800 per cent, the cost of ma- 
chinery, printers' Ink and other sup- 
plies has jumped about 40 times 
over pre-war rates and the great in- 
crease in the postal, telephone and 
telegraph- and 
postal smce h 
telegraph service has severely affect- 
ed the publishers 
On the other hand, he said, the 
subscription price of German news- 
papers has had an average increase 
of only about 1,900 per cent, while it 
has been impossible to adyitnce ad- 
vertising rates to compensate for 
present operating costs without af- 
fecting the volume of business 
The suggestion has been made that 
the government reduce taxation af- 
fecting newspaper costs or that the 
press be subsidized through the min- 
ister of education to prevent the de- 
trimental effect upon the nation of 
the loss of an active and efficient 
press service. 
"It is, of course, difficult," Mr. 
Herring said, "for German newspap- 
ers to maintain an adequate foreign 
staff, particularly in high exchange 
countries. Unless the conditoins im- 
prove, the German people may event- 
ually become largely dependent upon 
the foreign news services of the En- 
tente and other foreign countries for 
their international news."

Rising Tide Of 


Prosperity Has 
Reached Country

CHICAGO. Aug. 2J.—(By The As- 
sociated Frees)—The rifting tide of 
prosperity has not only wiped out the 
unemployment problem of 
A 
tew 
months ago but has created a short- 
age of men with an accompanying In- 
crease In wages, according to em- 
ployment agents, railway officials and 
manufacturers tonight. 
One evidence of thli. they said, was 
to be found in the raise in pay an- 
nounced for employes of th* United 
States Steel corporation today. 
Em- 
ployment agents complain that there 
was a scarcity of both railroad labor 
and farm hands and said- that an a 
result higher wages were being of- 
fered. One railroad official attempted 
to show that the steel companies were 
being forced to pay higher wages be- 
cause of the wages paid for theiMime 
class of labor by the railroad* acting 
under authority of the railroad labor 
board. 
While common labor In the iteel 
mills here is receiving 30 cent* an 
hour at present, he said, section hands 
constituting common labor 
on th* 
railroads are receiving a maximum of 
35 cents an hour in the Chicago dis- 


trict. These maintenance* of way «•«*. 
he aaid, even with the d«er«**4 >• 
w«g«* authorised by th* railroad la* 
bor board, and effective last July 1. 
arc still receiving five cents an hour 
more than the common labor In th* 
steel mills. 
While the increase grant** steel 
workers largely will equalise this, he 
pointed out that the maintenance of 
way workers have a wag* case In- 
volving all class one roads coming be- 
fore the labor board August 11 when 
their leaders will ask that the wage 
cut of July 1 be reconsidered and that 
an increase be granted, th* expecta- 
tion being that they will ask-that the 
old rate with a maximum of forty 
cents for this district be restored. 
A number of railroads, he said, have 
offered no resistance to this action 
and apparently do not expect to do 
so. 
Practically all roads, he «ald, 
waived the provision requiring thirty 
days notice before wage cases can be 
submitted to the board. Indicating a 
willingness to aid the employes in a 
readjustment upward of wages to this 
exttnt.

From Spencer Shops

SALISBURG, X. C , Aug. 22.—All 


troops have been -withdrawn from 
guard duty in Spencer and Salisbury 
today, except one company whici: was 
kept in this city but scattered, and 
the trainmen, estimated at about 500 
in number, who last night agreed not 
tp move another train o -t of this ter- 
minal until the" nation-, guardsmen 
.were removed, having gone back _to 
work today about noon, all was' quiet 
in this Southern railway snop center 
tonight, and trains were in operation 
as usual. 
The walkout of the big four broth- 
erhoods and clerks, inaugurated Mon- 
day night, following the placing of 
ftve companies of troops en guard 
duty on the property of the Southern 
railway in Spencer, and two compan- 
ies in Salisbury, ended abruptly at 
noon today when the troops were 
withdrawn by Colonel Don Scott, at 
the request of R. E. Simpson, general 
manager of the Southern's line, east. 
This request was made by Mr. Simp- 
son immediately after committees of 
the brotherhoods had waited upon 
liim and XPI1165163 that ths guards- 
men be removed, saying that if they 
were withdrawn the traintntsn would 
immediately return to work and 
promising that order would be main- 
tained. The committees srere sent to 
Mr. Simpson after the five unions had 
held separate meetings, beginning at 
9:30 this morning, and votoJ to make 
formal rcqueet upon the Southern of- 
ficials for the withdrawal of the 
troops. 
At noon the troops were withdrawn 
to their camps. 3 miles froir. Spencer, 
jir.d the trainmen resumei tneir 


During the twelve hours from last 
midnight no freight trains had been 
sent out and no work had b-<>n done 
on the yards. Meanwhile numbers of
